-ealled for nominations for deputy 
reeve Concillor Umbrite was nominat- 
ed for the position and as titere was 
no other nominations Reeve Thorsse:, 
declared Mr. Umbrite elected deputs 


reeve for the first portion of th 
year.

Was appointed auditor with a salary 
of $3150 a year. The members 0 
eommittecs appointed by the council 
to attend t< matters affecting th 
municipality are to be paid heir ex- 
penses, 

Councillors for divisions 1, 2 and 4 
were appointed a committee to s-ttl 
disputes in connection with damng: 
claims at'the pound situated in th 
N. E. 28-23-21; councillors for divi 
sions 3, 5 and 6 will settle dispute 
in connection with damage claims a: 
the pound situated on S. W, 28-25-22; 
thy will also settle disputes anu 
claims at the pound situated at 16 
28-23; councillors for divisions 4, 5 
and 6 will settle disputes regaiding 
damage ¢laims at the pound situated 
on 8S. E. 20-24-23. W. EK. Thempso. 
was appointed assessor. 

The council will constitute a 
board of health, the reeve is to be 
chairman and the secretary-treasurer 
is to be the secetary. Each councillor 
is an executive officer of the board to 
look after health matters in his ri- 
visicn, and health matters are to 
be'taken up at each regular council 
meeting and when called by the chair- 
man, 

The regular monthly meetings of 
the council is to be held on the second 
Tuesday of each month at 10 a.m, in 
the municipal] office, unless such time 
and place be changed by resolution. 

rhe veeve and the secretary-treas- 
urer ‘were authorized to pay the fol- 
lowing accounts as they become due: 
office light, Cldancellor lights, sal- 
aries, telephone, school estimates from 
collections and trust remittances, 

The yeceve is to be paid at the rate 
of $5 per day and the deputy 
yeeve $4.50 a day, and nine cents per 
mile attending meetings of the coun- 
cil and discharging their duties. Each 
councillor will be paid $4 a day and 
nine cents a mile necessarily travellid 
attending mectings. Each councillor 
will also be paid 4 per day for time 
net exceeding 15 days and nine cents a 
mile during the current year in laying 
out and inspecting work done for the 
benefit of the municipality. 

The following is the schedule of 
wages to be paid for work done other- 
wise than by contract: foreman 40c 
and hour; labvrers 30c; each horse 
1%; Dragging: 4-horse drag 30¢ per 
mile; 6-horse drag 40c¢ per mile.

REDUCED MOTOR

The plan is an admirable one where the borrowers are confined to 
salaried men in permanent employment in cities in the west and in Eastern! 
Canada and possibly many farmers in Ontario and Quebec who are able to 
cater to large local markets by the sale of produce the year round or at, 
least the greater part of the year, but in the west where an annual cash| 
crop provides the major income and where domestic markets are restricted | 
in number, accessibility and capacity, the plan is not a feasibility for the 
farmer as a borrower under the terms imposed. 

There is great need for a building rehabilitation program for the west- 
ern farms. During the past six or seven years many farm buildings have 
perforce been allowed to deteriorate even to the danger point, and this is | 
also true of a great deal of farm machinery and equipment, The latter, 


however, constitute the tools of the farmer's trade and it is a reasonable | 
assumption that as soon as he is able to acquire more money than will | 
assure his family a living, either from the sale of produce or by proceeds 
of a loan, the farmer will devote that surplus towards the rehabilitation | 
or replacement of equipment before it is spent in renewal of buildings, just | 
so long as the latter will stand up,
